Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-35 are, drawn to an apparatus , classified in class 119, subclass 
428. 

II. Claims 36-67 are, drawn to a method, classified in class 119, subclass 
174. 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case, the method of rotating an avian enclosure can be practiced by 
hand, in that, a person can detect an animal, determine the animal type and rotate an 
avian enclosure by hand. Further, a human is able transmit an audio (wireless) 
communication which could result in at least one action being performed, such as the 
rodent leaving the avian enclosure. 

IF THE APPLICANT ELECTS GROUP II, THEN THE FOLLOWING ELECTION 
OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT APPLIES. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Species MA as claimed in claims 36-44, Species MB as 
claimed in claims 45-60 and Species IIC as claimed in claims 61-67.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
